To help you choose the pattern suited to your knitting ability 



★ One star says this is a beginner level of knitting. Knit 
and purl stitches, casting on and off and some basic 
increasing and decreasing. 



★★ Two stars mean easy knits, with knit-purl stitch 
patterns, simple lace patterns (no shaping in the lace), 
slip-stitch patterns, and cables. 



★★★ Three stars are for advanced knitters, requiring some 
specialised knowledge such as Fair Isle, Aran and more 
complicated lace patterns. 



★★★★ Four stars signal a challenge knit. There can be 
make-and-lose patterns, complicated shaping, and any 
technique that requires a higher level of concentration. 



P The letter P after any star grouping suggests that an addi- 
tional degree of patience is required for a quality finish.

IMPORTANT! Use only the yarns specified for these 
garments.

ACCESSORIES - 1 pair each 3.25mm (No 10) and 2.75mm 
(No 12) Milward Knitting Needles or sizes needed to give 
correa tension. 2 Terries Buttons for back opening of Girl’s 
or Boy’s Top; 6 x 15mm Self Covering Buttons for Boy’s 
Top; 2cm wide Navy satin bias binding for trim - approx 3m 
for Girl or 2.5m for Boy (incl Hat). 

ABBREVIATIONS - See page 12. 

TENSION - 31 Sts and 41 rows to 10 cm over stocking st, 
using 3.25mm Needles. 

FIRST - CHECK YOUR TENSION. 

Please check your tension carefully. If less sts use smaller 
needles, if more sts use bigger needles. 

TOP 

BACK 

For girl - Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 130 (146-162- 
178-190) sts. 

Knit 5 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side). 

Change to 3.25mm Needles. 

Work 7 rows stocking st. 

Next row - * P2tog, rep from * to end ... 65 (73-81-89-95) 
sts. 

Change to 2.75mm Needles. 

Knit 4 rows garter st. 

For boy - Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 65 (73-81-89-95) 
sts. 

Knit 5 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side). 

For both - Change to 3.25mm Needles. 

Work in stocking st until work measures 12 (14-16-18-20) 
cm from beg for Girl or 9 (11-13-15-17) cm from beg for 
Boy, ending with a purl row. 

Tie a coloured thread at each end of last row to mark beg of 
armholes as there is no armhole shaping. ** 



Work 22 (26-30-34-36) rows stocking st. 

Divide for back opening - 1st row - K35 (39-43-47-50), 
turn. 

Com on these 35 (39-43-47-50) sts. 

2nd row - K5, purl to end. 

3rd row - Knit. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 3 times, then 2nd row once 
11th row - Knit to last 3 sts, yfwd, K2tog (buttonhole), Kl. 
Rep 2nd and 3rd rows twice, then 2nd row once. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 4 (5-6-7-8) sts at beg of next and 
alt rows 3 times in all, then 6 (7-7-7-T) sts at beg of foil alt 
row, working a buttonhole (as before) in 3rd row (thus 2nd 
cast-off row). 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off rem 17 (17-18-19-19) sts. 

Join yarn to rem sts, cast on 5 sts for underlap, knit to end ... 
35 (39-43-47-50) sts. 

2nd row - Purl to last 5 sts, K5. 

3rd row - Knit. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 7 times. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 4 (5-6-7-8) sts at beg of next and 
alt rows 3 times in all, then 6 (7-7-7-T) sts at beg of foil alt 
row. 

Cast off rem 17 (17-18-19-19) sts. 

FRONT 

Work as for Back to **. 

Work 22 (26-30-32-34) rows stocking st. 

Shape neck - Next row - K25 (29-32-36-39), cast off next 
15 (15-17-17-17) sts, knit to end. 

Com on last 25 (29-32-36-39) sts. 

*♦* Dec at neck edge in alt rows until 18 (22-25-28-31) sts 
rem. 

Work 2 rows. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 4 (5-6-7-8) sts at beg of next and 
alt rows 3 times in all. 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off rem 6 (7-7-7-T) sts. *** 

With wrong side facing, join yarn to rem 25 (29-32-36-39) 
sts and rep from *** to ***, working 1 row instead of 2 
before shoulder shaping. 

SLEEVES 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 43 (45-47-51-57) sts. 

Knit 5 rows garter st (1st row is wrong side). 

Change to 3- 25mm Needles. 

Work 2 rows stocking st. 

3rd row - K2, Ml, knit to last 2 sts. Ml, K2. 

Cont in stocking st, inc (as before) at each end of alt 
(alt-4th-4th-6th) row/s until there are 47 (49-69-69-75) 
sts, then in foil 4th (4th-6th-6th-8th) row/s until there are 
59 (65-71-77-79) sts. 

Cont without shaping until work measures 11 (13-16-19- 
21) cm (or length desired) from beg^ ending with a purl row. 
Cast off loosely. 

MAKEUP 

DO NOT PRESS. Using back-stitch, join shoulder seams. 
Sew in sleeves evenly between coloured threads, placing 
centre of sleeves to shoulder seams. Join side and sleeve 
seams. Sew underlap in position. Slip-stitch bias binding in 
position around lower edges of Back, Front and Sleeves and 
across straight edge of front and back neck as illustrated. Beg 
at shoulder seam, slip-stitch bias binding flat along neck 
edge to centre front, mitre to form V and cont to other 
shoulder seam as illustrated. Using bias binding, make bow 
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and sew in position as illustrated to centre front. Sew buttons 
to back opening. For Boy - Cover buttons with bias binding 
and sew in position on front as illustrated. 

HAT 

Using 3.25mm Needles, cast on 111 (127-141-151-155) sts. 
Work 12 rows stocking st. 

Next row - Purl (ridge). 

Work 12 rows stocking st, beg with a purl row. 

Next row - Knit (ridge) thus completing brim. 

1st row - Kl, * PI, Kl, rep from * to end. 

2nd row - K2, * PI, Kl, rep from * to last st, Kl. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 3 times, then 1st row once . . . 9 rows rib 
in all.

2 skeins each of Anchor Marlitt in shade 1077 (gold) 
and shade 800 (white) for embroidery of Jumper or 
Cardigan and 1 skein each for Hat (if desired). 

Quantities are approximate as they vary between knitters. 

IMPORTANT! Use only the yams specified for these 
garments. Other yarns may give unsatisfactory- results. 

ACCESSORIES - 1 pair each 3.25mm (No 10) and 2.75mm 
(No 12) Milward Knitting Needles or sizes needed to give 
correa tension. 3 Stitch Holders and 2 Terries Buttons for 
Jumper; 1 Stitch Holder and 5 Terries Buttons for Cardigan. 

ABBREVIATIONS - See page 12 

TENSION - 29 Sts and 38.5 rows to 10 cm over stocking 
st, using 3.25mm Needles. 

FIRST - CHECK YOUR TENSION. 

Please check your tension carefully. If less sts use smaller 
needles, if more sts use bigger needles. 

JUMPER 

BACK 

Using 3.25mm Needles, cast on 49 (55-65-71-77) sts. 



Work in stocking st (beg with a knit row) until work 
measures 12 (13-14-15-16) cm from last knit ridge, ending 
with a purl row. 

Next row - KO (1-0-1-2), * K3tog, rep from * to end ... 37 
(43-47-51-53) sts. 

Break off yarn, run end through rem sts, draw up and fasten 
off securely. 

MAKEUP 

DO NOT PRESS. Using back-stitch, join seam, reversing for 
brim. Fold brim onto right side at first ridge (purl row) and 
slip-stitch loosely in positon to base of rib. Turn back brim to 
right side at second ridge (knit row). Sew bias binding to 
edge of brim, as illustrated. 



1st row - K2, * PI, Kl, rep from * to last st, Kl. 

2nd row - Kl, * PI, Kl, rep from * to end. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 4 times ... 10 rows rib in all. 

Work 12 rows stocking st. 

Cast on 6 sts at beg of next 2 rows ... 61 (67-77-83-89) sts. 
Com in stocking st until work measures 12 (13-15-17-19) 
cm from beg, ending with a purl row. 

Tie a coloured thread at each end of last row to mark beg of 
armholes as there is no armhole shaping. ** 

Work a further 14 (22-26-34-36) rows stocking st. 

Divide for back opening - 1st row - K33 (36-41-44-47), 
turn 

Cont on these 33 (36-41-44-47) sts. 

2nd row - K5, purl to end. 

3rd row - Knit. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 4 times, then 2nd row once 
13th row - Knit to last 3 sts, yfwd, K2tog (buttonhole), Kl. 
Rep 2nd and 3rd rows once, then 2nd row once. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 5 (5-6-7-T) sts at beg of next and 
alt rows 3 times in all, then 4 (6-7-7-9) sts at beg of foil alt 
row. 

Work 1 row. 

Leave rem 14 (15-16-16-17) sts on a stitch-holder. 

Join yarn to rem sts, cast on 5 sts for underlap, knit to end ... 
33 (36-41-44-47) sts. 

2nd row - Purl to last 5 sts, K5. 

3rd row - Knit. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 7 times. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 5 (5-6-7-T) sts at beg of next and 
alt rows 3 times in all, then 4 (6-T-7-9) sts at beg of foil alt 
row. 

Leave rem 14 (15-16-16-17) sts on a stitch-holder. 

FRONT 

Work as for Back to **. 

Work 14 (22-26-32-34) rows stocking st. 

Shape neck - Next row - K26 (28-33-36-38), turn. 

*** Cont on these 26 (28-33-36-38) sts. 

Dec at neck edge in every row until 22 (24-27-32-34) sts 
rem, then in alt rows until 19 (21-25-28-30) sts rem. 

Work 5 rows. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 5 (5-6-7-T) sts at beg of next and 
alt rows 3 times in all. Work 1 row. 

Cast off rem 4 (6-T-7-9) sts. *** 

Slip next 9 (11-11-11-13) sts on to stitch-holder and leave. 
Join yarn to rem sts and knit to end. 

Rep from *** to ***, working 6 rows instead of 5 before 
shoulder shaping. 

Continued on next page 
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SLEEVES 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 35 (37-39-41-41) sts. 
Work 10 rows rib as for Back, inc 4 (6-6-8-10) sts evenly 
across last row ... 39 (43-45-49-51) sts 
Change to 3. 25mm Needles. 

Work 4 rows stocking st. 

5th row - K2, Ml, knit to last 2 sts. Ml, K2. 

Com in stocking st, inc (as before) at each end of alt row/s 
until there are 43 (53-51-55-55) sts, then in foil 4th rows 
until there are 49 (61-67-77-81) sts. 

Com without shaping until work measures 11 (13-16-19- 
21) cm (or length desired) from beg, ending with a purl row. 
Cast off loosely. 

NECKBAND 

Using back-stitch, join shoulder seams. With right side 
facing and using 2.75mm Needles, knit up 79 (81-83-87-91) 
sts evenly around neck, incl sts from stitch-holders. 

1st row - K5, * PI, Kl, rep from * to last 4 sts, K4. 

2nd row - K6, * PI, Kl, rep from * to last 5 sts, K5. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows once, then 1st row once. 

6th row - K6, rib to last 5 sts, K2, yfwd, K2tog (buttonhole), 
Kl. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows once, then 1st row once ... 9 rows in 
all. 

Cast off loosely in pan. 

SIDE SPLIT BANDS 

With right side facing and using 2.75mm Needles, knit up 19 
sts evenly along lower side edge of Back to 6 cast-on sts. 
Work 9 rows rib as for Back, beg with a 2nd row. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

Work same band on each lower side edge of Back and Front. 

MAKEUP 

DO NOT PRESS. Using Chain Stitch (see page 9) and white 
Anchor Marlitt, embroider stars (see diagram on page 9) in a 
random patt on Front and Sleeves as illustrated. Using gold 
Anchor Marlitt, work Stem Stitch (see page 9) around 
outside edge of stars, then work French Knots (see page 9) 
inside stars as illustrated. Using back-stitch, sew in sleeves 
evenly between coloured threads placing centre of sleeves 
to shoulder seams. Sew tops of side split bands to 6 cast-on 
sts on Back and Front. Join sleeve and side seams, noting to 
leave side splits open. Sew underlap in position at back 
opening. Sew on buttons. 

CARDIGAN 

BACK 

Work as for Back of Jumper to **. 

Work 30 (38-42-50-52) rows stocking st. 

Shape shoulders - Cast off 5 (5-6-7-T) sts at beg of next 6 
rows, then 4 (6-7-7-9) sts at beg of foil 2 rows. 

Leave rem 23 (25-27-27-29) sts on stitch-holder. 



LEFT FRONT 

Using 3.25mm Needles, cast on 24 (27-32-35-38) sts. 
Work 10 rows rib as for Back of Jumper. 

Work 12 rows stocking st. 

Cast on 6 sts at beg of next row ... 30 (33-38-41-44) sts. 
Com in stocking st (beg with a purl row), until work 
measures same as Back to coloured threads, ending with a 
purl row. 



Tie a coloured thread at end of last row to mark beg of 
armhole. 

Work 15 (23-27-33-35) rows stocking st. 

Shape neck - Next row - Cast off 5 (6-6-6-T) sts, purl to 
end ... 25 (27-32-35-37) sts. 

**** Dec at neck edge in every row until 22 (24-27-32-34) 
sts rem, then in alt rows until 19 (21-25-28-30) sts rem. 
Work 5 rows. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 5 (5-6-7-T) sts at beg of next and 
alt rows 3 times in all. 

Work 1 row. Cast off rem 4 (6-T-7-9) sts. **** 



RIGHT FRONT 

Using 3.25mm Needles, cast on 24 (27-32-35-38) sts. 
Work 10 rows rib as for Back of Jumper. 

Work 13 rows stocking st. 

Cast on 6 sts at beg of next row ... 30 (33-38-41-44) sts. 
Com in stocking st (beg with a knit row), until work 
measures same as Back to coloured threads, ending with a 
purl row. 

Tie a coloured thread at beg of last row to mark beg of 
armhole. 

Work 14 (22-26-32-34) rows stocking st. 

Shape neck - Next row - Cast off 5 (6-6-6-T) sts, knit to 
end ... 25 (27-32-35-37) sts. 

Work 1 row. 

Rep from ♦*** to **** of Left Front, working 6 rows instead 
of 5 before shoulder shaping. 

SLEEVES 

Work as for Sleeves of Jumper. 

NECKBAND 

Using back-stitch, join shoulder seams. With right side 
facing and using 2.75mm Needles, knit up 73 (77-79-83-87) 
sts evenly around neck, incl sts from stitch-holder. 

Work 9 rows rib as for Back of Jumper, beg with a 2nd row. 
Cast off loosely in rib. 

RIGHT FRONT BAND 

With right side facing and using 2.75mm Needles, knit up 53 
(61-69-77-85) sts evenly along right front edge and across 
end of Neckband. 

Work 3 rows rib as for Back of Jumper, beg with a 2nd row. 
4th row - Rib 4, cast off 2 sts, [rib 9 (11-13-15-17), cast off 2 
sts] 4 times, rib 3. 

5th row - Rib 3, turn, cast on 2 sts, turn, [rib 9 
(11-13-15-17), turn, cast on 2 sts, turn] 4 times, rib 4 ... 5 
buttonholes. 

Work 4 rows rib. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

LEFT FRONT BAND 

Work as for Right Front Band, omitting buttonholes. 

SIDE SPLIT BANDS 

Work as for Side Split Bands of Jumper. 

MAKEUP 

DO NOT PRESS. Embroider stars as for Make Up of Jumper 
in a random patt on Fronts and Sleeves as illustrated. Using 
back-stitch, sew in sleeves evenly between coloured 
threads, placing centre of sleeves to shoulder seams. Sew 
tops of Side Splits Bands to 6 cast-on sts on Back and Fronts. 
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Join sleeve and side seams, noting to leave side splits open. 
Sew on buttons. 

HAT 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 105 (121-129-137-145) sts. 
Work 17 row^s rib as for Back of Jumper (1st row is right side 
of brim when turned back). 

Change to 3.25mm Needles. 

Work in stocking st until work measures 9 (9-10-11-12) cm 
from beg, ending with a purl row. 

Shape top - 1st row - Kl, * K2tog, Kll (13-14-15-16), rep 
from ♦ to end ... 97 (113-121-129-137) sts. 

Work 3 rows. 

5th row - Kl, ♦ K2tog, KIO (12-13-14-15), rep from * to 
end ... 89 (105-113-121-129) sts. 



Work 3 rows. 

9th row - Kl, * K2tog, K9 (11-12-13-14), rep from to end 
... 81 (97-105-113-121) sts. 

Work 1 row. 

Cont dec in this manner (working one st less between dec 
each time) in next and alt rows until 33 sts rem. 

Work 1 row. 

Next row - * K2tog, rep from * to last st, Kl ... 17 sts. 
Break off yarn, run end through rem sts, draw up tightly and 
fasten off securely. 

MAKEUP 

DO NOT PRESS. Embroider stars as for Make Up of Jumper 
in a random patt on Hat as illustrated. Using back-stitch, join 
seam, reversing for 3/4 of rib for brim. Turn back brim.^ 





NOTE - Stars shown are aaual size. 

See Make Up of Jumper for 
embroidery direaions. 



CHAIN STITCH 

Bring the thread out at the top of the line and hold it down with left thumb. Insert the 
needle where it last emer^ged and bring the point out a short distance away. Pull the 
thread through, keeping the working thread under the needle point. 




FRENCH KNOTS 

Bring the thread out at the required position, hold the thread down with 
the left thumb and encircle the thread twice with the needle (A). Still 
holding the thread firmly, twist the needle back to the starting point and 
insert it close to where the thread first emerged. Pull thread through to the 
back and secure for a single French Knot, or pass on to the position of the 
next stitch (B). 




STEM STITCH 

Work from left to right, taking regular small stitches along the line of the design. The 
thread always emerges on the left side of the previous stitch.

TENSION - 31 sts and 4l rows to 10 cm over stocking st, 
using 3.25mm Needles. 

FIRST - CHECK YOUR TENSION. 

Please check your tension carefully. If less sts use smaller 
needles, if more sts use bigger needles. 

JUMPER 

BACK 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 65 (73-81-89-95) sts. 

Work 10 rows stocking st. 

Change to 3. 25mm Needles. 

For straight edge - Next row (hemline) - Purl. 

For picot edge - Next row (hemline) - Kl, * yfwd, K2tog, 
rep from * to end. 

For both - Work in stocking st (beg with a purl row) until 
wo^'k measures 9 (11-13-14-16) cm from hemline, ending 
with a purl row. 

Tie a coloured thread at each end of last row to mark beg of 
armholes as there is no armhole shaping. ** 

Work 22 (26-30-38-40) rows stocking st. 

Divide for back opening - 1st row - K35 (39-43-47-50), 
turn. 

Cont on these 35 (39-43-47-50) sts. 

2nd row - K5, purl to end. 

3rd row - Knit. 



Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 3 times, then 2nd row once 
11th row - Knit to last 3 sts, yfwd, K2tog (buttonhole), Kl. 
Rep 2nd and 3rd rows twice, then 2nd row once. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 5 (6-7-8-8) sts at beg of next and 
alt rows 3 times in all, then 5 (5-6-6-9) sts at beg of foil alt 
row, AT SAME TIME working a buttonhole (as before) in 5th 
row. 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off rem 15 (16-16-17-17) sts. 

Join yarn to rem sts, cast on 5 sts for underlap, knit to end ... 
35 (39-43-47-50) sts. 

2nd row - Purl to last 5 sts, K5. 

3rd row - Knit. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 7 times. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 5 (6-7-8-8) sts at beg of next and 
alt rows 3 times in all, then 5 (5-6-6-9) sts at beg of foil alt 
row. 

Cast off rem 15 (16-16-17-17) sts.

Shape neck - Next row - K27 (30-34-38-41), cast off next

Dec at neck edge in ever>^ row until 23 (26-30-34-37) sts 
rem, then in alt rows until 20 (23-27-30-33) sts rem.

Shape shoulder - Cast off 5 (6-7-8-8) sts at beg of next and 
alt rows 3 times in all. 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off rem 5 (5-6-6-9) sts. *** 

With wrong side facing, join yarn to rem sts. 

Rep from *** to ***, working 1 row instead of 2 before 
shoulder shaping. 

SLEEVES 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 41 (43-47-49-53) sts. 
Work 10 rows stocking st 
Change to 3. 25mm Needles. 

For straight edge - 1st row (hemline) - Purl. 

For picot edge - 1st row (hemline) - Kl, * yfwd, K2tog, rep 
from * to end. 

For both - Work 9 rows stocking st, beg with a purl row. 
11th row - K2, Ml, knit to last 2 sts. Ml, K2. 

Cont in stocking st, inc (as before) at each end of alt 
(alt-4th-alt-4th) rows until there are 47 (53-69-57-79) sts,

For picot edge - Next row (hemline) - K1 (1-1-1-2), 

* yfwd, K2tog, rep from * to last st, Kl.

BULUON STITCH 

Pick up a Back Stitch, the size of the Bullion Stitch required, bringing the needle point 
out where it first emeiged, do not pull the needle right through the fabric. Twist the 
thread round the needle point as many times as required to equal the space of the 
Back Stitch. Hold the left thumb on the coiled thread and pull the needle through; still 
holding the coiled thread, turn the needle back to where it was inserted (see arrow) 
and insert in same place. Pull thread through until the Bullion Stitch lies flat. Use a 
needle with a small eye to allow the thread to pass through the coils easily. Arrange a 
circular group of Bullion Stitches to make a Grub Rose. 




LAZY DAISY STITCH 

Work in the same way as Chain Stitch (A), but fasten each loop at the foot 
with a small stitch (B). This stitch may be worked singly to form leaves or in 
groups to form flower petals. 




KNITTING ABBREVIATIONS 

K = knit; P = purl; si = slip; psso = pass slipped stitch(es) over; tbl = through back of loop(s); y bk = yarn back - take 
yarn under needle from purling position into knitting position; y ft = yarn front - bring yam under needle from knitting 
position into purling position; y fwd = yarn forward - bring yarn under needle, then over into knitting position again, 
thus making a stitch; yon = yarn over needle - take yarn over top of needle into knitting position, thus making a stitch;

2.75mm Needles and beg at back opening, knit across sts 
from first back neck stitch-holder, sts from left sleeve 
stitch-holder, knit up 16 (16-16-18-18) sts evenly along left 
side of neck, knit across sts from front stitch-holder, knit up 
16 (16-16-18-18) sts evenly along right side of neck, knit 
across sts from right sleeve stitch-holder, then sts from 
second back neck stitch-holder ... 87 (91-91-99-99) sts. 
1st row - K5, purl to last 5 sts, K5. 

2nd row - Knit. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows once, then 1st row once. 

6th row - Knit to last 3 sts, yfwd, K2tog (buttonhole), Kl. 
Rep 1st and 2nd rows once, then 1st row once ... 9 rows in 
all. 

10th row (hemline) - Kl, * yfwd, K2tog, rep from * to end. 
Keeping garter st edges correct, work 9 rows stocking st, beg 
with a purl row and working a buttonhole (as before) in 4th 
row. 

Cast off loosely. 

MAKEUP 

DO NOT PRESS. Using colours (as desired) and sts as 
indicated on Graph and diagrams (see page 17), embroider 
lettering and motifs to front if desired (as illustrated). Using 
back-stitch, join side and sleeve seams. Fold hems onto 
wrong side at hemline and slip-stitch in position. Fold 
neckband in half onto wrong side and slip-stitch loosely in 
position. Oversew ends of neckband at back opening edge, 
taking care to match buttonholes. Oversew buttonhole. Sew 
underlap in position at back opening.

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 65 (73-81-89-95) sts. 
Work 10 rows stocking st.

Shape raglan armholes - Cast off 2 sts at beg of next 2 
rows ...

Work as for Back of Straight Jumper to **. 

Complete as for Front of A-Line Jumper. 

SLEEVES, NECKBAND AND MAKE UP 

Work as for Sleeves, Neckband and Make Up of A-Line 
Jiunper, noting to purl hemline row on Sleeves and 
Neckband instead of patt. 

HAT 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 111 (127-141-151-155) sts.

Sew in sleeves, 
placing rows above coloured threads to sts cast-off at 
armholes on Back and Front and centre of sleeves to 
shoulder seams. Fold sleeve hem and neckband in half onto 
wrong side at hemline and slip-stitch loosely in position. 
Oversew ends of neckband at back opening edge, taking 
care to match buttonholes. Oversew buttonhole. Sew 
underlap in position at back opening. Sew on buttons to 
correspond with buttonholes on back opening. Cover 
buttons according to instructions with self covering buttons 
and sew in position as illustrated.

BACK 

Work as for Back of Jumper to **. 

Using M, work 26 (30-34-38-40) rows stocking st. 

Shape shoulders - Cast off 4 (5-6-6-T) sts at beg of next 4 
rows, then 4 (4-5-7-6) sts at beg of foil 2 rows. 

Leave rem 21 (23-23-25-25) sts on stitch-holder. 

LEFT FRONT 

Using 2.75mm Needles and M, cast on 50 (53-58-62-64) sts.

KNITTING STITCH EMBROIDERY 

Interest can be added to garments with Knitting Stitch embroidery - this is very easy to do, especially if you do the 
embroidery before you sew up the garment. Knitting stitch is worked over each knitted stitch with a contrasting colour. 
It is necessary to use yarn of the same thickness as the knitted garment. Be careful not to pull the stitch too tightly and it 
will cover the existing stitch completely. 

A completed stitch looks like a “V”. Each square on the graph represents one stitch. It is a good idea, before beginning, 
to colour in the graph in the colours to be used. 

Begin at lower edge of graph, on the right-hand side. 

Using a tapestry or knitters needle, bring the needle from the back through the centre of the stitch below the one to be 
covered. 

* Take needle from right to left under both strands of stitch above the one to be covered. 

Bring needle back to the start of the stitch, take needle behind 2 strands in row below and across into the centre of next 
stitch. You have worked one knitting stitch.

TO MAKE A TWISTED CORD 

Method requires two people. Take as many strands of yarn as 
required, approximately three times the length required for 
the finished cord. Knot each end and slip a pencil between 
strands. Each person holds yarn just below pencil with one 
hand and twists pencil clockwise with other hand, keeping 
yarn taut. When yam begins to kink, catch centre over 
door-knob or back of chair. Bring pencils together for one 
person to hold, while other grasps centre of yarn, sliding 
hand down and releasing at shon intervals , letting yarn twist. 
Knot ends to prevent unravelling.

Work 9 rows stocking st. 

Next row (hemline) - Knit. 

Change to 3. 25mm Needles. 

Work in stocking st (beg with a knit row), until work 
measures same as Back to coloured threads, ending with a 
purl row. **** 

Tie a coloured thread at end of last row to mark beg of 
armhole. 

Work 23 (27-33-35-39) rows stocking st. 

Shape neck - Next row - Cast off 6 (7-7-7-T) sts, purl to 
end ... 26 (29-33-37-40) sts. 

***** Dec at neck edge in every row until 23 (26-30-34-37) 
sts rem, then in alt rows until 20 (23-27-30-33) sts rem. 
Work 5 rows. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 5 (6-7-S-8) sts at beg of next and 
alt rows 3 times in all. 

Work 1 row. Cast off rem 5 (5-6-6-9) sts. ***** 

RIGHT FRONT 

Work as for Left Front to *♦**. 

Tie a coloured thread at beg of last row to mark beg of 
armhole. 

Work 22 (26-32-34-38) rows stocking st. 

Shape neck - Next row - Cast off 6 (7-7-7-T) sts, knit to 
end ... 26 (29-33-37-40) sts. 

Work 1 row. 

Rep from ***♦* to ***** of Left Front, working 6 rows 
instead of 5 before shoulder shaping. 



SLEEVES 

Work as for Sleeves of Jumper. 

NECKBAND 

Using back-stitch, join shoulder seams. With right side 
facing and using 2.75mm Needles, knit up 77 (81-81-87-87) 
sts evenly around neck, incl sts from stitch-holder. 

1st row - Kl, * PI, Kl, rep from * to end. 

2nd row - K2, * PI, Kl, rep from * to last st, Kl. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 3 times, then 1st row once ... 9 rows rib 
in all. Cast off loosely in rib. 

RIGHT FRONT BAND 

With right side facing, using 2.75mm Needles and beg at 
hemline, knit up 57 (65-77-85-93) sts evenly along right 
front edge and across end of neckband. 

Work 3 rows rib as for Neckband. 

4th row - Rib 4, cast off 2 sts, [rib 10 (12-15-17-19), cast off 
2 sts] 4 times, rib 3. 

5th row - Rib 3, turn, cast on 2 sts, turn, [rib 10 
(12-15-17-19), turn, cast on 2 sts, turn] 4 times, rib 4 ... 5 
buttonholes. 

Work 4 rows rib. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

LEFT FRONT BAND 

Work to correspond with Right Front Band, omitting 
buttonholes. 

MAKEUP 

DO NOT PRESS. Beg at hemline on Fronts and Sleeves, 
embroider flowers if desired, using colours as desired and 
stitches as indicated on Diagram (see below). Using 
back-stitch, sew in sleeves evenly between coloured 
threads, placing centre of sleeves to shoulder seams. Join 
side and sleeve seams. Fold hems to wrong side at hemline 
and slip-stitch in position. Sew on buttons.

MATERIALS 

PATONS FEATHERSOFT 4 PLY 25g balls 
See page 24 for alternative yarns which may be used. 
Jumper 3 3 4 4 5 

Hat 1 2 2 2 2 

1 skein each of Anchor Stranded Cotton in black, 
red, blue, yellow and green for embroidery if 
desired. 

Quantities are approximate as they vary between knitters. 

IMPORTANT! Use only the yams specified for these 
garments. Other yarns may give unsatisfactory' results. 

ACCESSORIES - 1 pair each 3.25mm (No 10) and 2.75mm 
(No 12) Milward Knitting Needles or sizes needed to give 
correct tension. 3 Stitch Holders and 2 Terries Buttons for 
Jumper; 1 Birch Embroidered Motif for Jumper 

ABBREVIATIONS - See page 12 

TENSION - 29 sts and 38.5 rows to 10 cm over stocking 
St, using 3.25mm Needles. 

FIRST - CHECK YOUR TENSION. 

Please check your tension carefully. If less sts use smaller 
needles, if more sts use bigger needles. 

JUMPER 

BACK 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 61 (67-77-83-89) sts. 

1st row - K2, * PI, Kl, rep from * to last st, Kl. 

2nd row - Kl, * PI, Kl, rep from * to end. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 4 times ... 10 rows rib in all. 

Change to 3.25mm Needles. 

Work in stocking st until work measures 8 (10-11-13-15) 
cm from beg, ending with a purl row. 

Tie a coloured thread at each end of last row to mark beg of 
armholes as there is no armhole shaping. ** 

Work 14 (18-26-30-36) rows stocking st. 

Divide for back opening - 1st row - K33 (36-41-44-47), 
turn 

Com on these 33 (36-41-44-47) sts. 

2nd row - K5, purl to end. 

3rd row - Knit. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 4 times, then 2nd row once 
13th row - Knit to last 3 sts, yfwd, K2tog (buttonhole), Kl. 
Rep 2nd and 3rd rows once, then 2nd row once. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 5 (5-6-T-8) sts at beg of next and 
all rows 3 times in all, then 4 (6-7-7-T) sts at beg of foil alt 
row. 



Work 1 row. 

Leave rem 14 (15-16-16-16) sts on a stitch-holder. 

Join yarn to rem sts, cast on 5 sts for underlap, knit to end ... 
33 (36-41-44-47) sts. 

2nd row - Purl to last 5 sts, K5. 

3rd row - Knit. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 7 times. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 5 (5-6-7-8) sts at beg of next and 
alt rows 3 times in all, then 4 (6-7-7-T) sts at beg of foil alt 
row. 

Leave rem 14 (15-16-16-16) sts on a stitch-holder. 

FRONT 

Work as for Back to **. 

Work 18 (22-30-32-38) rows stocking st. 

Shape neck - Next row - K26 (28-33-36-39), turn. 

*** Com on these 26 (28-33-36-39) sts. 

Dec at neck edge in every row until 22 (24-27-32-35) sts 
rem, then in alt rows until 19 (21-25-28-31) sts rem. 

Work 1 row. 

Shape shoulder - Cast off 5 (5-6-7-8) sts at beg of next and 
alt rows 3 times in all. 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off rem 4 (6-7-7-7) sts. *** 

Slip next 9 (11-11-11-11) sts on to stitch-holder and leave. 
Join yarn to rem sts and knit to end. 

Rep from to ***, working 2 rows instead of 1 before 
shoulder shaping. 

SLEEVES 

Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 35 (37-39-41-41) sts. 
Work 10 rows rib as for Back, inc 4 (4-6-6-10) sts evenly 
across last row ... 39 (41-45^7-51) sts 
Change to 3.25mm Needles. 

Work 4 rows stocking st. 

5th row - K2, Ml, knit to last 2 sts. Ml, K2. 

Com in stocking st, inc (as before) at each end of foil 4th 
rows until there are 49 (55-65-71-81) sts. 

Com without shaping until work measures 11 (13-16-19- 
21) cm (or length desired) from beg, ending with a purl row. 
Cast off loosely. 

NECKBAND 

Using back-stitch, join shoulder seams. With right side 
facing and using 2.75mm Needles, knit up 69 (73-75-79-79) 
sts evenly around neck, incl sts from stitch-holders. 

1st row - K5, * PI, Kl, rep from * to last 4 sts, K4. 

2nd row - K6, * PI, Kl, rep from * to last 5 sts, K5. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows once, then 1st row once. 

6th row - K6, * rib to last 5 sts, K2, yfwd, K2tog (button- 
hole), Kl. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows once, then 1st row once ... 9 rows in 
all. Cast off loosely in pati. 

MAKEUP 

DO NOT PRESS. Using Stem Stitch (see page 9) and black 
Anchor Stranded Cotton, embroider box to centre of From 
12.5 cm wide x 9 5 cm deep. Embroider another line of stem 
stitch 3 sts or 4 rows out from previous box. Using red, 
green, blue and yellow Anchor Stranded Cotton, embroider 
French Knots (see page 9) inside border as illustrated. Sew 
Birch motif to Front as illustrated. Using back-stitch, sew in 
sleeves evenly between coloured threads, placing centre of 
sleeves to shoulder seams. Join sleeve and side seams. Sew 
underlap in position at back opening. Sew on buttons. 

Continued on next page 
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Using 2.75mm Needles, cast on 103 (119-133-141-145) sts. 
Work 23 rows rib as for Back of Jumper (1st row is right side 
of brim when turned back). 

Change to 3 25mm Needles. 

Work in stocking st until work measures 15 (16-17-18-19) 
cm from beg, ending with a purl row. 

Next row - K1 (2-1-0- 1), * K3tog, rep from * to end ... 35 
(41-45^7-49) sts. 



Break off yarn, run end through rem sts, draw up and fasten 
off securely. 

MAKEUP 

DO NOT PRESS. Using back-stitch, join seam, reversing for 
3/4 of rib for brim. Embroider border (as illustrated) in 
colours as for Jumper, placing embroidery 3 rows above 
end of rib as illustrated. Turn back brim. 



BACK-STITCH SEAM 

This is the method most commonly used for joining knitted 
garments. Hold the pieces together with right sides inside. The seam 
should be sewn one full stitch in from the end of each row so that all 
seams will be even. One stitch should be worked over every row. 
Darn in all ends of yarn after sewing seams. 




FLAT SEAM 

This method is sometimes used for knitted garments but more often 
for crochet garments. A flat seam may be worked from either the 
right or the wrong side of the work. Place the 2 pieces of fabric even- 
ly together and sew stitch by stitch, always bringing the needle up 
from underneath to top though the centre of the stitch, then in same 
manner through corresponding stitch on second piece. 

Note - Diagram shows knitted fabric, but method is the same for 
knitting or crochet. Always keep work elastic - there should be as 
much stretch in your seam as there is in the rest of your garment. 




ALTERNATIVE PATONS BABY YARNS 

The garments in our photos were all made using PATONS FEATHERSOFT. 

For FEATHERSOFT 4 PLY - If you wish to substitute PATONS SHERBETS 4 PLY (25g balls) quantities should be the 
same 

If you wish to subsUtute PATONS DREAM TIME 4 PLY, PATONS DREAM TIME CANDY 4 PLY or PATONS PATONYLE 
4 PLY, use the following table as a guide to quantities: 

FEATHERSOFT 4 PLY (25g balls) 1 2 3 4 5 6 

DREAM TIME 4 PLY or 

DREAM TIME CANDY 4 PLY (25g balls) 1-2 2-3 3-4 5-6 6-7 7-8 

PATONYLE 4 PLY (50g balls) 1 1-2 2 2-3 3 3-4 

For FEATHERSOFT 3 PLY - If you wish to substitute PATONS SHERBETS 3 PLY (25g balls), you will probably need to 
use needles 1 size smaller but quantities should be the same. 

If you wish to substitute PATONS DREAM TIME 3 PLY or PATONS DREAM TIME CANDY 3 PLY, you will probably 
need to use needles 1 size smaller and you may require 1 ball more for every 4 stated. 

Always check your tension carefully before beginning. Check ball bands for pressing instructions.
